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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 9, 12-14, 16, 18-20 are pending in this application. Amended claims 1, 
6, 20 and canceled claims 5, 7-8, 17 are noted. 

The amendment dated 1/3 1/05 has been entered and carefully considered. The examiner 
appreciates the amendments to the claims. In view of the arguments presented, some of the art 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 13, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Xu et 
al. in view of JP 2000-252461 A for the reasons listed in the previous office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 9, 12, 14, 16, 18-19 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1/31/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant first argued that the references do not teach a temperature 400°C or greater (p. 8 
second paragraph). 
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The examiner disagrees. It is noted that in the "Experiments" section, a temperature of 
410°C is recited. 

Applicant next argues that Xu teaches away from using an annealed existing nitride (p. 8 
third paragraph). 

The examiner disagrees. It is first noted that there is no mention of an existing nitride 
anywhere in the instant claim as presently written. Hence, applicant's arguments are not 
commensurate in scope with the instant claims. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive.
